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THE BARBAROUS AND RETROGRADE
POLIOCY OF CHINA.

When in Jume, 1868, the Chiness Embassy,
headed by Mr. Burlingame, was houored with
& publio reception by the Uongress of the
United Btates, we felt encouraged to believe,
aud we wrote accerdingly, that a new era*had
dawned npon the werld. It seemed as if, at
Inst, light had penetrated the dark places of
the earth, and ms if even exclusive Ohina were
yielding to the benign and genial influence,
Our hope was strengthened aud our pride was
flattered by the fact that the liberal polioy of
which ths embassy waz the expression had
been brought about largsly by the influence
of an American. The appointmentof Mr. Bar-
lingame as chief of the embausy which was to
visit the Gevernment of tha United States and
the various courts of Europe, was a recogni-
tion of the merits of the man and a compli-
ment to u. as a people, both of which we felt
proud to amcknowledge, The failure of thab
embassy, net through the faults of Mr. Bur-
lingame, who, unhappily, was called away too
soon, or threugh the fanlts of the great
Western Powers, who were, all of them, kind
and courteeus in the exireme, but through
the inherent perversity of the Ohineses charac-
ter, has rendered it impossible for the govern-
ments and peoples of the civilized world for
many years fo come %e have any faith in
Chinene promises, What ‘‘Punica fldes"
meoant in the days ol ancient Rome, when
Iome was yel uncorrupted, Chinese faith
means to-day.

The demsnd whiokh hLas just been made
npon the ambasiadors of the various powers
by the imperial government of China dissi-
pates every fomd hope te which the Ba rlin-
game missien gave birth., The Tien-tsin
massaore, whichk was horrible and barbarous
beyond anything which has eoccurred in
medern times, and which teok place while
the embassy was on its tour through Europe,
was no doubt discouraging. But the govern.
ment officials denied the responsibility, and
feebly attempted for a time to throw the
blame on the shoulders of certain ignorant
fanatios, Disposed to be just to the Govern-
ment of China in what we were willing to
believe a trying and tramsitional period, we
bave wailed to ses the offenders brought to
justice; but we have waited in vain, or rather
wo have waited to find insult added to injury.
In place of an apology and & promise to do
what is right, there is made upon ths repre-
sentatives of the civilized powers of the
world a demand which can only be answered

roperly by swift and efficient punishment.
&o make our position plain and intelligible
to our readers we reproduce the despatoh
which we printed some days ago. The de-
mand made by the Chinese Government is as
follows: —

First. That schools for the education of
females be abolished.

Second. That the teaching to males, sub-
jects of the empire, of all dootrines opposed
to those of Confueius, be forbidden.

Third. That missienaries shall be con-
gidered Chinese subjeots.

Fourth. That women shall not be permitted
access to the empire in that capacity.

The foreign ambassadors are also netified
that the attendance of women upon religions
sorvice made one of the occasions for the re-
oent massacres of foreigners, and that ““though
those events cannot but be deplored by the
Imperial Government, compeunsation for their
commission is absolutely refused.”

We collect money for China; edncate mis.
sionaries, male and female, for China; build
sohoels and churches in China—in the good
work all Christian mations and all names and
denominations of Christians nvite—and this
is our reward. A more deliberate insult was
never flung in the teeth of united Christendom,
Look at the different items of this Ohinese
ultimatum. In the mission schools wa sesk
to educate the female as well as the male,
China says the girls must not be educated.
Let our women's rights women think of this,
80 much for the first item. The second item
is worse than the first. All doctrines Laught to
males, subjects of the empire, must be in har.
mony with the teachings of Confucius; if not,
they must be forbidden. Uader this quali-
fioation the missiopary must have a small
chance. Another demand is that we must
send no more female missionaries. The last
is that the missionaries, who, of course, mnst
be males, are to be regarded as Chinese sub-
iecta. The imperial Chiuess manifesto is

onored with an addends which informs us
that the presence of wowen at the re-
gious services was one of the prinoipal
causes of the ‘‘reeant masiscres”—massacres
which the Tmperial Government deplores,
but will not compensate, What we hava
said we repeat. T'his language is an outrage
upon the whole ecivilized world, It con.
cerns the Upited States deeply, beocanse onr
missionaries all over the East, from Egypt
to Japau, are numerovns, dutifal, sad success-
ful, according to their own bhopes and the

lans of their employers. It concerns (Great

ritgin quite as muck as vorselves, It con-
carns Yrance—poor France, to-day. It con-
corns the FPope. It concerns Germany. It
concerns Ilussia, which i8 a groat Eastsrn
power. China bas really insulted the civili-
zation of the West. Trade, the gospel, the
telegraph, the steamboat, the steam ploach,
the steams car, the newspaper, all foroe us
onward, Exclusive China rasists in the inte-
vesls of a so-called civilization whieh is as
Khuqllhl&d a8 the habits of the wmen who lived
before the flood, or of onr own Indians, who
have found their epithalamium in Longfel-
low's “Hiawathg,”

How is this stupidity on the part of China
to be overcome? Precisely as it was over-
come in 18478, by the combined forees of
Europe sud America. Rusain, America, Bog-
land, and France then broughit Obina to her
penses.  What happened in the suwmmer of
1858, when the allies moved up the Peiho
river, vompelling Chinag to subwit to all de-
mands, must be repeated as soon ay possible
if in that great populous empire of the East
Western—or, as we prefer to call it, Olwistian
—oivilization is to be respacred. It is ouy
opinion that this fresh Ckinese trouble ig
due to the unhappy collupse of Franoe.
Eight years ago—five years ago, the name of
Napoleon was potent in Ohina. Tho oollapse
of the empire made Chion impertinent,
It is our conviction that a combination of the
Christisn powers is all that is required to
bring China to her senses, In the interests
of civilization, in the interests of Ohristian-
ity, in the interests of common sense we ad-
vise this combination. Barbarisw is in oar
way. Let ua put it down. Ou this continent
at least we are not unkind to the ‘‘hesathen
Chigee.” Ohristian eivilization demands the
free and not unjust use of the world. ILet us
have it. A fresh combination of the great
powers—I'rance, of course, incloded —might
make ap epd of all this trouble. For the sake
of Europoan civilization and for the suke of

Ohristianity generally let ns hope that Presi-

dent Grant and Prinos Bismarck, and Prince

Gortschakoff and M. Thiers, will all unite and

batter down this modern Chiness wall, The
lain duty of the oivilized world is to put
own this modern barbarism. Our kinsmen

and friends, our brothers and sisters call to us

for help. Let us respond with effect,

THE ASBCENDENCY OF THE SOUTHERN

DEMOORACY.

Prom the N. ¥, Times.

The determined attitnde of the Bouthern
wing of the Demooratic party has already
forced the Northern Democracy to abandon
the ‘‘dend-issus" platform. State sovereignty
is to bo resuscitated and negro suifrage is to
be rovived as a minor issue, and an attempt
to “‘overthrow the abominable legislation
which a Republican Congress” has attempled
to fasten on the couniry is to be made. The
addrees of the Pemocratic membera of Con-
gress was coldly recoived at the South, be.
cause it contained mo implied recommenda-
tion that the situation should be acoepted.
In some Southern Demooratic papera it was
mblished without a word of comment, and
yy others it was “damned with faint
praise.” The Bouthern Demooracy, ua-
mindfnl of the lesson of 1868, insiat
that the reconstruction messures shall
be declared ‘“‘unconstitutional, revolu-
tionary, null, and void.” The manner of
the declaration and the authority by which it
{ 8 to be madejure not indicated. The people
of the State of Noew York know that, having
the power, the Democracy will hesitate at
nothing, The Constitution, which is held in
so much lip raverenocs by them, is disragarded
when its provisions interfere with schemes
for extending and perpetnating the power of
their party leaders.

The legislation which the Democraay char-
acterize as “‘abominable” is that resulting
from the war. T'he thirteenth amendment is
acgniesced in, but the fourtesnth and fif-
teenth, and consequent legislation are, ac-
cording to the Democratio idea, wnconstitu.
tional. It is difflonlt te understand how an
amwendment to the Constitution which has
been incorporated into it in the manner ra-
quired by that instrument oan be unconsti-
tutional, A law may be unconstitational,
but to say that the Constitution is unconstitn-
tionsl is a contradiction in terms. Au instru-
ment cannot violate itself. The amendments
were proposed and ratified by the constitn-
tioual number of States, and after being so
ratified became a part of the original instra-
ment, and are as manch a portion of the Con-
stitution as that which was aoccepted by the
thirteen original States, or any of the amend-
wents to it that have since been made,

The surrender of the Northerm to the
Soutbhern Democracy has been made sooner
than was expected. That the North wounld
yield was eertain from the beginning, butl
it was thonght that for very shame the posi-
tion would not be abandoned st the first
attack, The Democratje party lives in the
pant—it is ten years behind the times. The
issnes of 1560, which have been settled at
the cost of so much blood and treasnre, and
which have besn twice, since then, pro-
nounced upon by the people, are to be promi-
nent in the campaign of 1572, The mission
of the Democratio party, if it has any, is to
walk backward, and to make true, if possi-
ble, the declaration of the Chicago Conven-
tion ‘‘that nothing bas been accomplished
by the war." Upon the issues of State sov-
ercignty snd negro snffrage, the Demooracy
base a policy which, though vaguely de-
fined, is well understood at the North, In
the BSonth it is boldly said that the recon-
struction measnres are ‘‘nnconstitutional,
null, and void,"and shall be so declarod when
the Democratio party comes into power. On
questions of finance, revenue,and civil service
reform, the Democracy have enough to say,
and make brave promises of what they will
do when the people confer power upon them.
Awple opportunity has been given the Dewm.
ocratic party for favorable action on revenus
reform, but in every instanoe where a tax has
been removed orthe tariff amended, the ma-
jority of the Democratic members of Oongress
have voted against the measure. Like the
Bourbons, the leaders of the Demooralio party
have learned nothing and forgotten nothing,
While the Republican party is progressing,
dealing with new issues, and evolving a policy
whick will make the country rich,prosparous,
and happy, the Democratic party remains
stuck fast in the slongh of Btate sovereignty
and negro suffrage,

OVERWORKING SCHOOL CHILDREN.

and the ameunt of work required of pupils,

A pretty widespread convietion has mani-
fested itsell lately among istelligant people
that too mmoch is usually exacted of sohool
children, It is but a few weeks since a nuwm-
ber of the parents of pupils attending the
Latin School in Doston united in a reqnest
for shortening the school hours, by omitting
the customary Saturday's session. At Louls-
ville, Ky., tha gnestion in refersnce to the
publie schools of the city was last weslk anb.
witted to the parents, and it was docided by
a vote of 3070 vo 1797 to substitate for two
ressions A day, amonnting to six heors, oue
session of flve honrs, aud that interrupted by
two recosses of fifteen winutes esch. Mr.
James Parton, in s letler published in last
week's L'ublic School Journal, speaks with his
characteristic energy of what be eulls “*the
massacre of the innocents” by overworking
| their braina, And when, a year or two ago,

we ultered our warning sgeinst thé same
l evil, & flood of letters from anxious parents
|
I

thavked us for it, and expressed their Lvarty
approval of our sentiients,

As & writer from whow Mr. Parton quotes
veéry justly says, the chief busimess of ohil-
dren is to grow;” and any system of education
which interfores with this important daty is
necessarily a bad one, Everybody knows
thet excessive bodily effort stunts the physical
growth of children—such, for instance, as
thoss ewployed in wmines and factories; and
excessive mental effort is no less fatal to
bealth and perfect development. It has been
decided by the bost medioul anthorities that

| the limit of mental labor for an ordinary
adult is five honrs u day, aud that all beyoud
this 18 sl the expernse of beallh and strangth,
How wmuch more injurious, then, must it he
to exact of a obild not five, but six, seyan, and
eighbt hours of hard stady daily! '

It is a mistake, too, to fippose that any-
thiog Is reslly guined iy hustening o thil U's
eduestion by stimulating it o undos exer-
tion. Kxperience has demonstrated that s

fow hours of sbudy a day, supplemented with
proper . physical exercise, result in mora
thorough snd permanent unfolding of the
facnlties than many hours of close applioa-
tion alone, A child is really better eduscated
for not being pushed on too fast. Desides,
what is the use to a man or woman of a mind
orammed with learning and verssd in soienoe
and metaphysics, if bodily health be wanting?
A bad digestion and & head never fres from
pain will paralyzs the brightest intellsct, and
render unavailabls all the dear-bought acqui-
sitions of years. A cemparatively limited
ednoation, backed by a strong and vigerous
physical constitution, will accomplish far
wore in the battle of life than the greates!
ascquirements conpled with fesbleness aud ill
health, The able men and the influential
wowen of the day are not these who have had
the most sohooling, bnt fhose whosa bodily
strepgth enables them to endure the most
mental as well as physical fatigne.

Wae are glad to be able te acknowladge that
our publie schools have been greatly improved
during the past fow years in respect of this
matter. The honrs of Iabor for the ohildren,
both in school and ont of school, have besn
materially shortened from those formerly ex-
acted. J.et onr new commissioners taks up
the work and oarry it en, until the rising
genoration shall be completaly exempt from
the cnrse which has hitherto afllioted their
predecessors,

OURNATIONALWEALTH A8 REVEALED
BY THE CENSUS.

The Oensus Bureau has so far progressed
with its labors as to be able to preseut us
with a concrete statement of the total wealth
of the nation, as assessed for purposes of
taxation. The figures do not give the trne
value of the property, as estimated by the
census-takers, but they give the sum total of
the valuation, as obtained from the local tax
assersors of every State, upon whish all State
taxes are assessed. It may seem at first
sight that figures coming from such a sourca
are not of a highly trustworthy character.
Indeed, we kpow that the assessments are
very defeotive from the ignorance of the ofii-
cials, or from their carelessness. DBut they
ure, noverthelass, of the greatest importance.
Dased ns they are upon aclual assessments
upon which the payment of money depends,
open 08 they are to correction from all in.
jured parties, including, as they do, the whole
tax-paying portion of the people, compared
with whose vast numbers the intentional cnsss
of false valuation must come to be very insig-
nificant, these tax returnaare fully asreliableas,
it not far more relinble than, the loose and
inconclusive returns from volunteer state-
ments, or valuations obtained by a host of
ignorant and, perhaps, incompetent censna
subordinates. Making allowance for the in-
variable practice of assessing property for tax
purposes at much less than its market value,
an undervaluation which is recognized and
ostablisbhed by universal custom, if not by
law, these tax returns are considered by
competent statisticians far more valusble for
aecortaining the wealth of the peopls than
those of the census. DBut lest exception be
tnken to this position, which is also denied
by many, we Tropoun, in examining the
fignres just published, to confine onraslves,
in all comparisons, to figures obtained from
the game source, so that all may be alike
affected by the sume objection, and ths value
of the comparison not invalidated.

According to these returns, the total value
of property of every description in the United
Btates in 1570, with certein exceptions to be
referred to hereafter, was, in ronnd numbers,
£13,000,000,000, ageinst £10,500,000,000 in

1860, showing au increase in valnas of §2,500,- |

000,000, or less than twenty-five per cent.,
during the ten years. If we compare this in-
crease with that of the previous decade, we
find that, from 1850 to 1860, the increase was
from $6,000,000,000 te £10,500,000,000, an
increase of §4,500,000,000, or proocissly
seventy-five per cept. In other words, the
increase in the previous deoade was precisely
three times ps great as during the last, Prior
to 1560 we were getting rich three times as
fast as since 1860,

Prior to 1860 we had no debt of any conse-
quence. We now owe, in round numbers,
£2.500,000,000. It we deduot what we owe
from what we possess, we find that onr mnet
possessions are about the same in 1570 as
they were in 1860, in other words, that all tue
people in the country together have no more
wealth in 1870 than they had in 1860. But
as the number of people in the country has
increased during that period from 30,000,000
to 40,000,000, there are now 40,000,000 of
people who own no more property to-day than
30,000,000 of people owned ten years ago; in
other words, the average wealth of each inha-
bitant of the United States is to-day twenty-
five per cent. less than it was ten years ago.

However much we might bo tempted to let
these results stand as confirmation of all the
arguments for yoars nrged by the Nation in
refutation of the absurd belief that we were
rapidly growing rich on waste, and extrava-
ganee, and destrmction, we are, nevertheless,
obliged to point ont that they are not neces-
sarily eonelusive as to the condition of the
whole country, Althongh it is impossible for
any part of it to be impoverished without all
other parts being more or less atfected in a
similer manner, yet there is a nominal im-
poverishment which directly affeclts the
owner without diminishing the real wealth of
the country. In 1560, slaves were connted
as property. Valuing five millions of slaves
al an average price of $300, we could at once
acconnt for an apparent loss of I5(M)
millions of dollars by the net of
empancipation, Besides, the loas of the slaves
rendered temporarily valneless, or at least
much less wvaluable, great plantations and
other tracts of land, whioch had herstofore
constitnted a great part of the wealth of soms
of the Boutbern BStates, Aund in addition, a
lurge part of the loss and destruction of the
war of Rebellion fell most dirsctly upon the
secoding Btates themselves. If we, there-
fore, examine separately all the go.culled
slave States, excluding Missouri, which was a
elaye State ovly in nawe, and excluding Als
bama and Texus, the figures for which two
Intter sre ‘omitted throughout the retnrns,
but including Virginia and West Virginia, we
find that the wealth of the nine leading
Southern Btates bas actually decreased
more than 1800 millions of dollars
during the deonda. The Kouth
has lost in wealth; the North, Eust, and West
have made not ouly the entirec apparant gain,
but bave geined enongh besides to make up
the Soutbern loss. Beparasting the two sec-
tions, we say that the South has lurgely de-
creased in wealth, nearly fifty per cont., while
the rest of the conutry hes increased from
6300 millions in 1860 to 10 800 millions in
1870, au inorease of pearly 68 per cont. It
will be observed that even this rale of in-
orcass falls materially behind that of the pre-
viouns decade, even when leaving the debt out
of consideration. Taking the debt into
neoount, we arrive at the conclusion that the
Bonth bas lost largely in wealth, while the
yest of the oceuntry hes inereased wbont thirty
per cent. during the decads, against an in-
cresde of seventy five per cent. during the

previous deeads. This is the mosb favorable
resultto be deduced from the fgnres sube.
mitted by the Cenkus Burean.

There are some other results of intorest to
be derived from these atatistics. Ths sssedn.
ments saparato real astata from all other kinds
of property. Heretofore the inoreass in the
wealth of the conntry has bsen far largeat in
the kind of property callod personal, which
ineludes - railronds, bank and insarance
slocks, merchandise, machinery, furnitara,
onttle, orops, agricultaral implements, every.
thing, in short, extept the land and the
buildings on it; everyihing that eontribatos
most lntgely to the production of wealth, is
the best evidencs of wealtlh, and consiitutes
the truest measure of our oivilization. In
rnraunnl property, the increass daring the
ast decade was ninety-five per cont. Daring
the present decade there has bean a posi-
tive deorease, DBnt if, remembering that
the alaves wera foruerly counted as poersonal
property, and that it is on this kind of pro-
periy, too, that the destraction of war gene-
rally falls, we compare the position of the non
slaveholding States with that of ten years
ego, we find that hare personal proparty in
these bas incressed aboul forty-seven per
cent., agsinst a corresponding inoresse of
ninety-five per cent., or almost double, for
the previous ten years, The increasa in the
amount and value of everyllhing that contri-
butes to the comiort, ths well-bsing, the
amenities, and the progress of life has been
just one-half us rapid as during the previons
decade, But when we remembar Lhat
real estate pew contributes nothing
whatever direotly to the expenses of the
General Govarnment, or to the pasyment of
interest and principal of the public debt, that,
en the contrary, &ll United States taxes are
boime by the consumers or employers of
pareonal property, chiefly in proportion to
the personnl property so employed, aud thul
the toial assessed value of the enlire parsonal
property of the country is not equal to twice
the amonnt of the pational debt, it must be
appiarent that the inorease in the personal
preperty ia not sufficient to affect the na-
tional debt.

The real estate valustion of the ten years
precading 1860 increasad sixty.four psr cent.
at the time when the country was traly pros-
perons, and when personsl property inoreassad
ninety-five per cent, During the ten years
following 1860, when war bhas destroyed .n
large amount of weslih, and when personal
property has inorensed only forly-seven per
cent., wo yet find that real estate has inoreased
seventy-five per cent., or sctually elaven per
cent. more than doring the previoss decade.
Thet there cannot be any trna fonndstion for
this ndvanee in the value of real cstate in a
country whera territory is nnlimited, ina timo
when a large section of the conmtry has baen
sunk for years in rnin, and when tha true
wealth of & country, its personal proporty, is
increasing 8o slowly, if at all, mnst be avi-
dent to every one who attentively examines
the snbject. The value of real estate is men-
sured almost exclnsively by the prosperity of
the community, all theories fo the contrary
notwithstanding, and for real estate to ad-
vence Jargely while general proaperity is
nearly stationary is possible only as a result
of gigantic speculation based npon widespread
delusion,

The true condition of thse oconntry, as
shown by the assessmuent statisties just pub-
lished by the Census Bureau, is simply this: —
The progress in wealth of the entirs conntry
is not equal to the incresse in the national
debt, without counting the enormously in-
crenged debts of Slates, connties, and towns,
The former slaveholding States bave very
materially declined in wealth. The rest of
the conntrs has advanced in wealth beyond
the sconmulation of the dabit, about ona-third
ans much as in the previons doecade; but even
this advenee is chiefly due to the fictitiouns
rise in the prices of roal estate due to specu-
lation,
